the notice of removal was signed Joseph

With one exception 
there have been no deeds recorded and until 
an investigation of the titles is made it will 
not be known whether the deeds are fraudu- 
lent or not. Mr. S. W. Gay, who was the 
first treasurer of the association when it was 
organized, called on Receiver Whyte this 
morning and lent him all the atd he could in 
the straightening out of the accounts. 

Mr. Gay stated that he knew that the as- 
sociation was in a shaky condition a year 
ago and adviged Mrs. Blood to writeto the 
Secretary of State, telling him exactly how 
matters stood and asking his advice. Shortly 
after this Mr. Gay was superseded as treas- 
nrer and His connection with it ended. At 
this time Mr. Gay did not believe that there 
had been anything done which was not in 
accordance with the law. The association 
nad simply failed to obtain subscribers for 


CERTIFICATES PREPARED IN ADVANCE. 
While Mr. Whyte and Mr. Gay were exam- 


lining the stock certificates in the office of 


Mr. Whyte this morning they came across a 
batch of blank stock certificates to be issued 
as cash loans. They were all signed by K. C. 
Blood and William Karrasofficers. All Mrs. 
Blood had to do when the depositor who 
wanted 8 per cent on his money arrived was 
to All out the blank space left for his name 
and the amount and take his money, giving 
him virtually a promissory note for the 
amount, bearing interest at 8 per cent. 

J. P. Cochran, a man who had the ap- 
pearance of being in a dazed condition, was 


among the first callers at Mr. Whyte’s office 
this morning. Mr. Cochran had loaned the 
association $200 overa year ago, and after 
being paid his interest had renewed the loan 
at Mrs. Blooa’s request. Mr. Whyte does not 
think the stockholders or those who have 
loaned the association money will. get much 
out of it. Should the deed of trusts prove zen- 
uine after an investigation of titles they may 
receive about 40 per cent. 
ANOTHER ASSOCIATION INVOLVED. 

From latest developments it looks as though 
Mrs. Kate Blood had done up another bogus 
buliding association called the Success 
Bulldipg and Loan Association. When At- 


torney Frank o' Retlly made a search of Mrs. 
Blood’s office yesterday, he discovered that 
another association known as the ‘‘Success’’ 
had for its Board ofr Directors and officers 
the same people as the Common Sense Bulld- 
ing Association had. Nopass books on the 
Success had been issued, but the Secretary 
had succeeded in getting about $1,500 in paid- 
up loans from people to whom she had 
promised 8 per cent interest, Mr. 
O'Reilly did not have any suit 
against the Success, and after glancing 
over the books let them alone. so far no 
victims of the Success Association have come 
forward. The directors of both associations 
are Harry Howard, Wm. Karr, 8. W. Gay, K. 
©. Blood, C. C. AbdDston „ kh 
bell, W. H. Hopkins, „ G Tucker, 
C. F. Quick, J. A. Stanion, T. M. Gibson, 
G, W. Heimberger and O. W. Seaton.

rtunately detected. He at once placed the 
corpse back in the wagon and hurried over 
to the City Hospital, where he explainea 
matters and carried away the cadaver which 
he had before refused, but which proved to 
be the right one.

ELECTRIC WIRES INTERFERE SERTOUS- 
LY WITH THE WORK OF FIREMEN,

— 


The Standard Theater Eaved by Clever 
Fire Fighting—Fitsman Ben Letson 
Badly Shocked by Electric Wires—The 
Fire Originated n a Heap of Oakum 
and Spread Quickly Over the Grease- 
Soaked Floors—Losses and Insurances. 


This morning shortly after 10 o’clock a dis- 
astrous fire broke out on the second floor of 
the five-story brick obullding at 617 
Walnut street, occupled by the West- 
ern Brass Manufacturing Co. About 
forty men wers at work in different parts of 
the building and when the alarm was given 
they made a hasty exit into the street and 
alley. It was ten minutes after the cry of 
fre was first given that the first 
alarm was sounded. This was sent in 
from box 144, on the corner of Sixth and Wal- 
nut streets, at 10:28, and when tue first de- 
tachment of the Fire Department reached 
the scene the flames had spread throughout 
the three upper stories of the structure at 
617 and part of the top floor of the five-story 
Structure at 615 Walnut street occupied by 
the same firm. Asthe Standard Theater ad- 
joined the burning structure on the west 
and wasonly separated fromit bya two- 
foot hallway, it was: deemed ad 
visable to sound a second alarm, This 
was sounded at 10:38. The onslaught of water 
which the dozen ormore engines made on 
the burning structure seemed to have no 
effect whatever on the flames, for they con- 
tinued to creep upward and downward despite 
all efforts of the fremen. The bullding at 615 
began to burn rather rapidly on the upper 
floors, and to make matters worse the west 
wall of the structure at 617 began to sag and 
inclined in the direction of the theater. 

THIRD ALARM SOUNDED, 

When Assistant Ohief Gross saw this 
wall beginning to sag he 
sounded a thfrd alarm which 
brought halfa dozen additional engines to 
the scene. When these arrived there was 
danger ofa great confiayration. The flames 
had eaten their way through the roof of the 
brass and every moment 

expected to see the 
of the structure crash 
against the east wallof the theater, which 
would be almost sure to give way beneath 
the vast weight of brick and timber, and the 
combustible material ofthe theater would 
then undoubtedly become ignited. The man 
agers of the theater engaged a number 
of persons and they carried ont a lot 
of pasta ble furr ts hooks and 
scenery. The mam ers oi the Salvage Corps 
spread tarpauiins over the seats and boxes. 
In the meanwhile severai strong streams 
were played on the toppling wall of the fac- 
tory, so that when it did fali its force would 
not be so great. The good effect of the 
streams upon this wall was not 
realized until an hour later, whenthe north 
end of the wall crumbled and was washed 
away by the hose streams. : 

Aboutthis time the roof of the burning 
factory gave away in therear, but did not 
fail further than the top floor. 

FOUR FIREMEN SHOCKED). 

After the arrivalof the third detachment 
ofthe fire apparatus streams were thrown 
onthe building from all points of vantage. 
In all there were about twenty streams play- 
ing on the building. Owing to the network 


of electric light, trolley, telephone and 
telegraph wires on Walnut street 
the firemen experienced great difficulty 
in fighting the fames from this side. They 
could not raise the Hayes truck ladder, and 
when they attempted to raise the water 
tower in front of the building the ſron- work 
of the machine came in contact with the 
trolly wire of the Cass avenue line 
and fourfiremen who were at work raising 
the tower were thrown off the machine to 
the street, the result of a severe electric 
shock. Fora few moments the four men lay 
as if dead on the street. Ihen three of them 
jumped up and resumed work. Ben Letson, 
the fourth man was, however, unable to 
move. After being conveyed tothe City Dis- 
pensary in a patrol wagon and receiving 
medical aid, he was conveyed to his home, 
624 South Broadway, in a rather dangerous 
condition. Superintendent of City Light- 
ing O'Reilly stated that when the 
first alarm was sounded, he telephoned 
Cass avenue power house and requested the 
managers to shut ofthe current, but fifteen 
minutes afterward the . firemen were 


shocked. 
WIRFS IN THE WAT. 

When it decame evident that it would be 
murder to make the firemen ascend among 
the wires in frontof the building, Assistant 
Chief Gross ordered the small truck lad- 
ders into service, and these would not reach 
higher than the tecond story. Had it not 
been for this handicap the fire would have 
been extinguished in a very short time, Lines 
of hose were run into the theater and 
over its roof and cver several roofs 
of houses adjoining the brass manufactory 
on the east. in this way the fire had to be 
fought. While the firemen were working 
with a line of hose inside the theater, the 
hose burst and almost flooded the s

ORIGIN OF THI BLAZE. 

The fre is said to héve been caused by 
spontaneous combustion. The second floor

But they did not lose their 
heads for they took time to don their street 
costumes, and Harry Brown, stage Manager 
of the company. pulled the hook of 
box 154, which hangs on the 
inside wall of the building 
just behind the scenes, When the firemen 
arrived the ladies and gentlemen of the 
troup were quietly filing out of the stage 
door. A part of the west wall of 
the burning building gave way, and 
some of the debris crashed through the win- 
dows on the east side of the theater, but did 
no material damage. 

Manager Burke said: Ido not know 
how much loss we ave 
suffered at the present time. 
The scenery and the box draperies are 
soaked with water, and the cellar is full of 
water, but we can readily remedy that evil 
by opening the traps.’’ 

Col. Edward Butler, the proprietor, was on 
the stage in the midst of the excitement out- 
side, and examined the havoc of the water.

HEAVIEST RAINFALL EVER RECORDED 
BY THE SIGNAL SERVICE. 


A Precipitation of 3.82 Inches in Twelve 
Hours—Submarine Cables Torn and 
Broken by Dragging Anchors—Great 
Damege Both on Sea and Land—Wind 
and Rain Elsewhere. 


New Tonk, Aug. 24.—The West Indian cy- 
clone, which swept over this part of the At- 
lantic Coast last night and this morning on 
its way tothe New England States, has left 
its mark over the whole region around New 
York, witha sweep of fully 1,000 miles. 

The rainfall, measuring 3.82 inches during 
the lasttwelve hours,is the heaviest that 
has ever been recorded by the local signal 
service. Premonitions of the coming storm 
were felt yestesday afternoon at Long 
Branch, where the surf broke over the 
piers and the board walks. The wind, 
which was already stroug at 5 o’clock, 
in the afternoon steadily increased in veloc- 
ity, reaching a maximum of forty miles an 
hour at 8 in the morning. The heavy rainfall 
began at9o’clock. At that hour the bay was 
still full of steamships and other large 
vessels rolling at anchor. Almost 
all those which were in an ex- 
posed condition sought safety outside 
so that the bay looked almost deserted at 8 
o’clock this morning. Many of these ships, 
as well as steamships which are due to-day, 
are now cruising outside waiting for the 
wind to subside. Through the 
dragging of anchors of the 
escaping ships in the bay and 
North River more than fifty cables of the 
Western Union Telegraph Oo. were torn and 
are now lying uselessat the bottom of the 
river. 

The ravages of the storm were no less se- 
vere on land. Trees were overturned 
in Central Park and many botanical 
plants were ruined. On Battery Park 
three elm trees were uprooted and 


more than a hundred sparrows roosting in a 
bird house on one of them were killed. any 
plate- glass windows in the vicinity of Madl- 
son Square and along Broadway were shat- 
tered by the violence of the wind, while 
shutters were torn from houses through- 
out the city. Wire connection . with 
Boston and New Haven was entirely 
broken. Between Stamford, Conn.,and New 
York there were stilla few wires left this 
morning. Of the seventy-five wires to Wash- 
ington only twelve were standing, dut the 
connection with Philadelphia was in 
order, All the wires on Long Island were 
badly affected and the trains ceased to run 
on schedule time. All the roads to and from 
New England were behind time this morn- 
ing. Afreight wreck on the Hartford road 
— suspended traffic on that line so far to- 
Ay. 
Ihe guests at the Manhattan, Oriental and 
Brighton Beach hotels had an opportunity 
early this morning to see a storm at sea.

The police report that at 
least ten houses were unroofed. During the 
height of the storma policeman found the 
body of a dead man > a peddler’s 
wagonon Whipple street. e wagon was 
filled with waterand the man was floating

In New Jersey the storm was most severely 
felt and reports of damage more or less 
serious wascoming in throughout the day, 
but details were meager on account of the 
emma or of the wires and telephone.

CONGRESSIONAL GOSSIP. 


Debate in Both Houses Will Reach a Cli- 
max Saturday—Gleanings. 


WasuHInGTor, D.C. Aug. 24.—The proceed- 
ings in both Houses of Congress which have 
been accumulating in interest all the week, 
will reach a climax to-morrow and Saturday. 
On the last named day the ablest speakers 
in the House will close the silver debate. 
Bourke Cockran Wilson of Virginia, Thomas 
B. Reed and Mr. Bland, the sponsor of the 
Silver dollar, would either of them by him- 
self prove a great attraction; but allof them 


in combination, with others of almost equal 
force will present an array of forensic ability 
such has seldom been displayed on any one 
day in Congress. Ex-Speaker Reed is ex- 
pected to outshine all previous efforts. It is 
understood that he has carefully prepared 
his speech and that its clearness and felicity 
of statement and sarcastic wit will assuredly 
hold the attention of the House and country. 
OTHER SIDE OF EARLY ADJOURNMENT THEORY. 

Those sanguine statesmen who predict the 
speedy passage of the Sherman amendment 
andan early adjournment are not having 
matters all their oon way. The Senate really 
holds the key to the situation. Some of the 
extreme advocates of silver in that body as- 
sert that if on reconsideration the Senate 
persists in refusing seats to the appointed 
Senators from Montana, Washington and 
Wyoming they will hold the Senate in session 
and stave off a vote on the silver question 
until the Legislatures of those States have 
been called together in special session to fill 
the vacancies. 

On the House side also there are ‘‘doubting 
Thomases’’ who do not see the end of the 
session quite so near at hand as some of their 
colleagues profess. Of this class is Mr. Au- 
gustus N. Martin of Indiana, Chairman of 
the Committee on Invalid Pensions. 

He says: It would be profitable to me if 
Congress should adjourn, as has been sug- 
gested. My partner has been taken out of 
the office toa place on the bench in our dis- 
trict and the firm’s business needs attention. 
But I believe that the people expect us to re- 
main and continue at work. Wo can cut the 
session that much shorter at the otherend 
next year. There is plenty for us todo; 
peek that we promised todo. Admit New 

exico, admit Arizona, repeal the Federal 
election laws—these things will keep us busy 
while the Committees on Appropriations, 
Ways and Means and Banking and Currency 
are perfecting measures for the considera- 
tion of the House. 

The pt ere | among Senators who have 
been accounted ‘‘last-ditch’’ free silver 
men, upon whichin part the confidence of 
the early adjourners is based, is said to be 
Guetothe pressure brought to bear upon 
them for early action by the representa- 
tives of other interests than 
those of silver miners.

MR. WHITER’S ANTI-MONOPOLY DRAG-NET. 

Mr. White of California has introduced into 
the Senate a bill that is intended to carry 
into effect the declaration of the Democratic 
platform against trusts and combines. The 
Sherman anti-trust law of July, 1890, Mr. 


White looks upon as a legislative sieve, in 
which it is impossible to hold water, and 
in his bili he proposes a drag-net 
that has its meshes so closely drawn that 
not even the little fish, much less the greater 
and more dangerous, can get through, in his 
opinion. His bill repeals the Sherman anti- 
trust act of 1890 in toto and substitutes an- 
other, somewhat lengthy, but defining ex- 
actly what are trusts, how monopolies may 
be considered and discovered by law om 
ders. It sets forth that a monopoly shall be 
defined to mean two or more persons en- 
gaged in or interested inthe same kind of 
eneral business for the purpose of supress- 
ng competition, raising prices or charges 
forthe transportation of persons or prop- 
erty or limiting, decreasing or controlilng 
roduction. Such a monopoly is declared to 
efllegaland itis made the duty of United 
States courts to issue injunctions upon sum. 
clent complaint and to perpetuate such in- 
junction if the facts so warrant.

A great numberof girls are employed in 
the very clever work of melting glass sticks 
with blow- pipes. With these the eyes are 
made, large and small, dark or fair, to satisfy 
tus tastes of the fastidious. When rea ¢ 
they are sent into another department 
where they are fixed into different heads o 
the dolls. 

It ig here, farther, where the Jevers in the 
head are adjusted, by means of which some 
of the more expensive dolls open and close 
their eyes as they are held upright or placed 
in their doll beds. 

The manufacture of the bodies is an ex- 
ceedingly interesting process. Hands, arms, 
feet and legs are all made in their respective 
departments, from whith they are all 
brought to a central room, where they are 

uttogether. When limbs and trunk are put 
ogether they goto the whitewashing room. 

Here the work people, men and women, 
with big brushes, paintthe headless bodies 
with zinc whiting. They then goto another 
department, where the flesh tint is painted

ABOUT POSTAL CARDS. 


Theer Are 8,000 Varieties of These Cards 
—Our Cards. 


From the Collector. 

There is a postal card card society of Amer- 
ica which has already a hundred members. 

It seems almost incredible that there should 
be 8,000 varieties of postal cards, but this is 
the extent clvimed for the Watson collection. 
These, however, include various issues of the 
same nation and denomination, and also 
cards issued for special occasions. 

Postal cards have been in circulation a lit - 
tle less than twenty-four years. The idea 


originated with Dr. Emanuel Hermann, a 
professor of natural economy atthe Imperial 
Academy of Wiener, in Nedstadt, Lower 
Austria. 

His ideas, under the head of New Means 
of Correspondence by Post, were published 
and attracted the attention cf the govern- 
ment officials. The director general of the 
posts took up the idea, and succeeded in 
having an issue of postal cards put in circu- 
lation in 1869. 

The original name given to the postal cars 
was the correspondence carte, and the 
has been retained ever since. This new move 
on the part of Austria quickly excited other 
countries to adopt a similar method of cor- 
respondence, and before the close of the 
— NY all the European countries were upon 
cards. 

Germany was really the second countries 
use them, and a special series was issued to 
the soldiers engaged in the Franco-German 
war. These were called the fleld post cor- 
respondence cards, and were sold and 
stamped tothe soldiers atthe rate of about 
five foracent. The soldiers had the privi- 
lege of using them without paying postage. 
Another series was issued to civilians. 

These had a piace left for a stamp, and the 
writer had to afllxa German postage stamp 
to the card before posting. These field post 
cards are now rare, the used ones bein 
scarcer than the unused ones. Another car 
of equal rarity, and also a reminder of the 
same war, isthe balloon postal card, issued 
by France during the siege of Paris. 

The cards were sent up from Paris in bal- 
loons, and the mail bags were thrown off 
into the surrounding country, where there 
was the least possible opportunity of their 
capture by the enemy. They were smaller 
than the postal card now in use, and were 
covered with warlike expressions, as ‘‘Paris 
defles the enemy“! Glory and conquest 
signify crimes, defeat signifies hate and a 
desire for vengeance.’’ Only one war is 
just and right—that for independence. 

The United States was rather back ward in 
adopting the postal card system, and did not 
use them until 1873. ‘The first issue printed 
were of a reddish color, with a head of liberty 
in the upper right hand corner. 

As a rule Uncle Sam's cards have been iu - 
ferior to those of other countries in excei- 
lence ofepgraving. The designs, also. have 
not been very artistic. The blue card bearing 
the portrait of Gen. Grant is the flnes 
men of art work issued by the Unit 
Government.

Money Is Not So Scarée. 


From the Atlanta Constitution. 

A singular business mistake occurred in 
Columbus recently. A bookkeeper, by acci- 
dentally turning over two leaves of his led- 
ger, rendered a bill for $300 instead of $18, 

But the strangest part of itis that the bill 
for $300 was certified as correct by an em- 
ploye of the debtor, audited and was paid by 
check. The firm reeetving the check for $900 
was surprised and on examination discovered 
the mistake and notified the other part 
made restitution of the $800 and ackepted 
check for $18 as their just claim. :

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ROINOUS FANATICISM. 


An illustrated periodical has aptly car- 
tooned the condition of this country in a 
picture representing Stewart as the repre- 
sentative of silver protection, and McKin- 
ley as the representative of tariff protec- 
tion, plucking the feathers out of the 
American eagle. 

Changing the cartoon so that it would 
show the gold bug and the silver 
extremist, fighting like mad for the privi- 
lege of saving the eagle, while the poor 
bird is being stripped by a protection wolf 
in the form of the dishonest Sherman law, 
would as aptly portray the money situa- 
tion in Congress. 

Both the gold monometallist and the 
silver extremist are fetich worshippers, 
and like all fetich worshippers will not 
listen to reason. The gold bug worships 
the golden calf as a money divinity and 
all who do not join him in his devotions 
are mad heretics. The silver extremist 
prostrates himself before the arbitrary 
ratio of 16 to 1 as a sacred thing and calls 
all who decline to do this silly act gold 
bugs. Contrary' to the traditions 
and acts of this Government, to 
the constitution which empowers Con- 
gress to fix the value of coined money, 
to the platforms of both leading parties, 
which demand the coinage of both metals 
on an equal basis of intrinsic and inter- 
changeable values, he insists that any 
basis but this ratio is hurtful and villain- 
ous. He interprets all the utterances of 
past leaders in favor of bimetallism as in- 
dorsements of a fixed ratio, something un- 
dreamt of by them. 

Meanwhile the country is being wrecked 
by the operation of the vicious Sherman 
makeshift. The mass of the people of this 
country demand honesty in money legisla- 
tion. There is no safety outside of this 
basis. The Sherman law is a dishonest 
measure and the essential preliminary to 
getting onan honest basis and restoring 
confidence is its removal. 

Repeal the Sherman law and appoint a 
monetary commission to inquire into and 
report upon the relative values of gold 
and silver as a basis for determining the 
true ratio. Thisisthe way of sanity and 
good sense. It is the way to honest bi- 
metallism, by which alone disaster may be 
averted and permanent prosperity secured.

IT DOES NOT CONSIST. 


The following editorial paragraph is 
clipped from a New York organ of Mr. 
Andrew Carnegie: 

The Republican party, by protecting Amer- 

ican inaustry from the pauper competition 
of Europe and Asia, has given the American 
workingman a chance to maintain his self- 
respect and to command the respect of 
others. Protection has kept the American 
wage earner in circumstances that made it 
possible for him to rise, notintoa higher 
class—for no higher or more honorable class 
could exist—but to affluence and indepen- 
dence. The successful employers of to-day 
were mostly workingmen yesterday, and, 
indeed, they are workingmen still, only their 
work isin a different sphere. They would 
never think of affecting to look down upon 
theiremployes as of a different class from 
themselvos. 

There is nothing remarkable in this. We 
have heard something like it before. But 
in the news columns of the same paper we 
are informed through three highly illus- 
trated columns that the poor of New York 
are in a desperate situation. They literally 
have not where to lay their heads, being 
not so well off in this respect as the street 
car mules. During the months of Febru- 
ary, March, April, May, June and July, 
according to this authority, 17,855 eject- 
ment suits were entered and blood-curd- 
ling stories are told of the horrors of evio- 
tions which make the lot of the Irish 
peasant seem happy by contrast. 

Now, has protection kept those 17,855 | statutes 
families in circumstances that made it 
possible for them to rise?’’ Can oman 
maintain his self-respect and command the

WHO SHOULD HELP THEM! 


One of the most serious consequences of 
the distress now prevailing all over the 
country is the growth of socialistic senti- 
ment stimulated by an empty stomach. 
There isnothing like hunger to make 4 
man think, and when in that condition 
he usually thinks darkly. 

Labor organizations demand that the 
Government take care of the idle by mak- 
ing work for them; that is, by undertaking 
public enterprises which are not needed 
in order that the unemployed may earn 
bread. In this they do no.more than 
follow the example set by the 
manufacturers who have for 80 
many years demanded help from 
the Government. If Uncle Sam is to help 
one Class it follows logically that he must 
help all others, and if the bounty grabbers 
who have grown rich out of paternalistic 
legislation are consistent they will sup- 
port the workingmen’s demand with all 
their strength. 

But the one demand is as irrational, un- 
American and un-democratic as the other. 
If there is an idea which can be 
called distinctively the American idea, 
it is that the individual ought to 
rely solely upon himself without aid or 
hindrance from the Government. To listen 
to these claims for help at this time would 
be to perpetuate the blunder of special 
privileges which we are trying to correct. 

The relief of these people should be left 
to private benevolence? The only busi- 
ness of the Governmentin the premises is 
to ascertain the cause of the trouble and 
root it out.

SAFEGUARDS “NEEDED. 

When one building association secretary 
can carry on crooked transactions involv- 
ing thousands of dollars, and another can 
strip an association to the bare walls of its 
office, leaving nota scrap of paper as the 
evidence of an asset, the necessity for 
some measure of protection for the inno- 
cent shareholders of these concerns is 
thoroughly demonstrated. 

The story of the work of Mrs. K. C. 
Blood in the Common Sense Building 
Association indicates a bold and unscrupu- 
lous looting of a corporation which is 
simply astounding. The co-operative 
association in this case, with its board of 
directors and list of officials, was appar- 
ently a mere show, a trap used for 
swindling purposes by one person and 
that person a woman capable of only the 
crudest methods of business dishonesty. 
Taken in connection with the operations 
of Bogard, who pulled the wool over the 
eyes of several boards of directors, it shows 
that under present conditions these asso- 
ciations may afford opportunities to am- 
bitious and unscrupulous officials to rob 
shareholders and otherwise profit by dis- 
honesty. The unchecked power which 10 
entrusted to secretaries or other managing 
officials or which they may acquire by in- 
fluence or manipulation isa menace to the 
interests of stockholders and to the exist- 
ence of the association system. 

The building association was designed 
for the especial benefit of the poorer 
classes. Its appeal lies to the widow, the 
clerk of slender salary and the toiler for 
daily wage. These people are least able to 
protect themselves or to bear wrong. 
When properly managed the association 
is useful, but this usefulness may be im- 
paired or wholly destroyed by dishonest 
manipulation. The fact that the mass of 
associations are ably and honestly con- 
ducted does not offset the fact that oppor- 
tunity is afforded for dishonest manage- 
ment. The opportunity for rascality is 
the thing to be guarded against. 

The interests of the people demand pro- 
tection from the dishonest association. 
The interests of the honestly-managed as- 
sociations demand the strictest safeguards 
against dishonesty in association manage- 
ment. All interests demand careful in- 


spection and legal regulation of associa- 
tion enterprises.

The weapon in the case, a 38- 
caliber revolver,:was used by Schmidt, who 
first shot his wife in the back just below the 
right shoulder blade, and then put a bullet 
through his left breast, which resulted in al- 
most instantaneous death. 

The tragedy was caused by drink and 
Gespondency on the part of the husband, the 
wife having left him last Friday to live with 
her brother, and absolutely re to ro- 
turn to him when he asked her y rday. 

Prior to the separation, Schmidt, with his 
wifeandtwo children, a gir! aged 8 years 
and a boy aged 7 months. lived at 1304 St. 
An ge avenue witba sister of Mrs. Schmidt, 
who owns the house. 

About five months ago Schmidt gave up a 
position as janitor in the Security Building 
to go into the saloon business at McNair ave- 
nue and Pestalozzi street. About two 
months ago he sold his interest there for $1 ,000 
and after the payment of a number ot debts 
found himself without money and without 
employment. 

He then began todrink and quarrel with 
his wife, which resultedin her leaving him 
and taking their two children with her to 
her brother’s house at Leduc and Marcus 
avenues. 

Yesterday afternoon Mrs. Schmidt visited 
her sister Meta, at 1804 St. Ange avenue, and 
there she met her husband, who greeted her 
and the children lovingly and later took the 
children for a car ride. Returning he went 
up stairs with themand called his wife, who 
was below with her sister, to come to them. 

Mrs. Schmidt’s sister says she heard 
Schmidt imploring his wife to return and 
live with him again, which she refused to 
do. Shethen heard angry words, followed 
by a pistol shot. Rushing up-stairs, she was 
zust in time to catch her sister, who stag- 
gered into the hall and was about to fall. 
Simultaneously there was another shot from 
within the room and the sound of a falling 
boay. 

Officer Dalton and some neighbors who ar- 
rived on the scene entered the room and 
found Schmidt lying dead across the bed 
with the revolver lying dy hisside. His re- 
mains were taken to the Morgue. 

Drs. A. K. and Henry E. Hartmann were at 
once summoned to Mrs. Schmidt’s ald, and 
after probing the wound, located the ball in 
the right breast, from which it was ex- 


tracted. They say the wound is not neces- 
sarily fatal.

“GRANDMA” MONROE. 


Oldest Resident of the Memorial 
Home Passes Away. 


Mrs. Rhoda L. Monroe, whose maiden name 
was Ewing, died yesterday morning at Me- 
morial Home, on Magnolia and Grand ave- 
nues, aged 9% years. Mrs. Monroe was born 
in New Jersey in 179 and moved 
to Cincinnati, O., in the °30s. Her 
first husband, a Mr. Sheldon, died of

DON’T ABBREVIATE NAMES. 


Good Taste Demands the Use of the Full 
Christian Name When Possible. 


The newspapers note a marked tendency 
toward the use of the full Christian name in 
books and standard publications, and in so- 
cial matters. One now seldom sees the name 
of an author on the title page of a new book 
with the mere initials. Ralph Waldo Emer- 
son practically began this in the United 
States, and even Thomas Wentworth 
Higginson’s later books have  fol- 


lowed this pian of signature. The full 
name is impracticable in newspaper work, 
says the Champaign Gazette, especially when 
there are two or more; but in cases where 
there is but one single Christian name, both 
on account of the appearance and for the 
sake of certainty, it is highly important that 
it should be given in full. No witha 
good eye or ear can be satisfied to see or hear 
such a name as C. Sharp or J. Jones, not to 
mention J. Smith, and the number of names 
that appear tn this slipshod manner in the 
newspapers is something surprising. The 
explanation is that reporters find it next to 
an impossibility to obtain names correctly 
because every hasa large number of 
acquaintances concerning whomno occasion 
has arisen for learning the full and correct 
names. An intolerable abomination also is 
the abbreviation of such names as John, 
James. Joseph and Charles into Jno., Jas., 
Jos., and Chas. Not less oe is the 
habit of mentioning in print the familiar 
names of elderly people with the prefix of 
„uncle, ‘‘aunt,’’ Frandfather, grand- 
mother,’’ ‘‘squire,’’ and the like. This class 
of people may be deferentially mentioned as 
Mr. or Mrs., followed by the correct initials, 
where there aretwo or more, or with the 
first Christian name always spelled out 
where there is but one and preferably so if 
there are two.

HAVE A POOR EXCUSE. 


Retailers Try to Shift the Responsibility 
for Selling Impure Milk. 


Milk Inspector Sullivan is still pushing his 
crusade against the venders of impure 
milk. This morning he prosecuted 
F. W. Pettker of Eighth and 0O’Fallion 
streets, and Joseph Tegethof of

Both Pettkerand Tegethoff endeavored to 
shitt the responsibility of adulteration 
on the dairymen, claiming that they 
sold the milk inthe same condition as they 
purchased it from the dairies. Judge Paxson

There ig a gravity instrument called an 
Wrometer which is use by all 
the large dairies in testing the qualities of 
their milk, as they receive it from the coun- 
try, and it occurred to a PoOST-DISPATCH re- 
porter that the same instrument might 
be used by the retailers as is done 
in London, Paris and New York. 
The introduction of such an instrument 
—.— direct the responsibility to the re- 

ller. 

Dr. Sullivan, when approached on the sub- 
ject, said: ‘*Yes, there is such an instru- 
ment; its cost is ‘small, about 50 cents, and 
anyone of moderate intellect can use it to 
determine the quality of the milk, If it were 
used the retailer would have no excuSe for 
selling watered milk, 

ln my rounds I find that there 
are a great peo who 
sell milk and who know nothing 
whatever about its sanitary keeping. Ihave 
found milk cans among a lot of decaying ani- 
mal and vegetable matter, the odors ema- 
nating from wh were poisonous 
and contaminate the 
milk. 1 that a law 
requiring that milk be kept under certain 
sanitary conditionsis needed as much as 
the law against adulteration. ’’ 

Judge Paxson has advised Inspector Sul- 
livanto proceed against the large dairies 
who sell impure milk and to use the retallers 
to whom they sold as witnesses.

NOT SO LUCKY AFTER ALL. 


A Little Figuring on Base Ball Men ana 
Railroad Accidents. 


There are about 120 base ball players in the 
National League, each of whom travels about 
10,000 milesayear. That is equivalent to one 
man traveling 1,200,000 milesayear. During 
the eighteen years’ existence of the National 
League it is safe to say thatits players have 
ridden on railroads to the extent of 12,000,000 
miles as individually estimated, and in this 
12,000,000 miles one representative traveler of 


the National has deen 
injured once. premium of 
25 cents any traveler can secure 
an insurance policy on his life against death 
by accident for twenty-four hours in the sum 
of $3,000. It is presumablie that this premium 
is at least about twice as large as the risk. 
If, therefore, a 25-cent premium is equal toa 
$6,000 risk on a day's travel the passenger 
should travel 24,000 days and nights before he 
is injured. On an average trains run 800 
miles in a day of twenty-four hours, and 
would run 19,200,000 miles in the 24,000 days, 
or one-third more than the percentage in the 
Ryan estimate. Mr. O. P. Caylor thus figures 
it out that the dase ball players are no luckier 
as travelers than are ordinary, everyday
